It's an “Elf" - a pedal and solar- 
powered tricycle, "one of the first 5 in 
Canada,” says driver Stephen Szucs 
(pronounced ‘Such’). 

The vehicle and its Rethink Tour 
are sponsored by No Commission 
Annuity.com out of Florida, and 
Szucs has been challenged to drive 


the Elf across Canada and the U.S. - 
eventually ending up in Key West, Fla. 

Along the way, he’ll interact with the 
people he meets, and encourage a 
change in thinking, moving towards a 
more sustainable fiiture. 

“The idea is to get one million people 
to commit to sustainable change,” he 
says. The Tour will also focus on the

Reducing 
the stigma 

South Simcoe Police Constable Matt 
Tomlin has a new role with the police 
service. 

For the past 8 years, he has been part 
of the K-9 Unit, the handler of Police 
Service Dog Ronin. 

But Ronin retired in March, and 
Tomlin is no longer with the Unit. 
Instead, he has taken on the role of 
Mental Health Liaison Officer, to 
help develop a Peer Support Program 
within the South Simcoe PoEce 

It was the Ombudsman’s report of 
2012 that identified a need for more 
mental health supports for policing. 
The report looked primarily at the 
OPP, generating 34 recommendations 

- but PC Tomlin noted, those 
recommendations can be extended to 
all Police Services. 

"The report was very critical,” he 
said - in particular of the “failure to 
support police personnel, regarding 
mental health." 

Tomlin, who has a Bachelor degree 
in Psychology, and is working on a 
Masters in Counselling Psychology, 
sits on the Provincial Working Group 
that is attempting to implement the 
recommendations across the province 

- and in particular, to remove the 
stigma attached to mental health 

A 2012 study found that stress and 
depression are widespread among 
police officers, who have to deal 
with stress and trauma on a daily 
basis. "They witness human tragedy, 
human suffering,” PC Tomlin said, in 
a presentation to the BWG-Innisfil 
Police Services Board in May. That can 
lead to “operational stress injuries” 
depression, substance abuse, family

people and places already embracing 
sustainability, and how they are 
shifting the world toward a better 
future - and eventually, help build 
the world’s largest “Sustainability” 
network. 

Right now, Szucs says, change seems 
overwhelming - but it can be achieved 
one small step at a time. The Rethink 
Tour hopes “to make sustainability 
easy for the average Joe.” 

That’s why Szucs launched 
sustainablejoes.com - a website that 
invites people to share their reasons 
for adopting a more sustainable 
lifestyle, take the Sustainability pledge, 


and recommend stops on the tour, 
highlighting sustainable people and 
projects. 

He expects to take several months 
to reach Key West, zigzagging 
across the continent, and stopping 
in communities along the way. 
Eventually, he plans to take the 
Rethink Tour worldwide. 

“Sustainability engages all of 
humanity, therefore I believe we 
have to engage all of humanity, 

Szucs says. It’s not only about sharing 
information, “it’s about building 
relationships.” 

Small vehicle, big concept - and, he 
hopes, even bigger impact.

Home Depot fined for industrial accident 


Home Depot of Canada Inc. has been fined 
$90,000 after a worker was injured by falling 
merchandise at the Bradford store, on Holland 
St.W. 

On April 27,2013, a worker was preparing to 
receive a load of merchandise from a trailer 
backed into the receiving area of the store. The 
area had 3 bays, with doors that open by rolling 
upwards and then away from the door frame, 
along tracks. Racks had been built in front of and 
above the doors; pallets of patio doors wrapped 
in plastic had been placed in the overhead racks 
oftwoofthebays. 

As the top of the bay door rolled away from 
the door frame, it struck a pallet of patio doors. 
The pallet tipped and fell 11’ onto a worker who 


was moving merchandise to clear a path for the 
new delivery. The worker suffered head injuries, 
resulting in fractures and paralysis. 

A Ministry of Labour investigation found that 
the racking system failed to follow the original 
engineered design. A steel beam that would have 
prevented the placement of patio door pallets 
on the overhead racks was never installed, and 
the bottom beam of the overhead rack was 
installed 12” higher than the maximum allowed, 
contravening provincial safety regulations that 
require objects to be placed or stored in such a 
way as to not tip or fail. 

Home Depot of Canada pleaded guilty and 
was fined $90,000 by Justice of the Peace Brian 
Norton, plus a 25% victim surcharge. 


Police Report: SIU investigates shooting in Newmarket 


Shortly after midnight on July 22, York Regional 
Police received a 911 call from a male, reporting 
that someone with a gun was firing shots 
near an apartment building on Davis Drive 
in Newmarket. Officers attended, and were 
confronted by a man armed with a handgun, 
who advanced on the officers. Police discharged 
their firearms, wounding the man. He was taken 
to hospital with serious injuries. No officers 
were injured. The Special Investigations Unit is 
now conducting an investigation; York Regional 
Police are also investigating. 

Domestic Assault 

Shortly after 10 a.m. on July 21, South Simcoe 
Police were called to a Bradford home, after a 
neighbour heard 2 people arguing outside a 
house, and the sound of glass breaking. Police 
found a man and woman, struggling on the 
sidewalk - the woman bleeding from a cut on 
her face. The woman was taken to hospital for 
treatment; the 23 year old man was arrested, and 
later charged with Forcible confinement and 3 
counts of Domestic Assault. 

Impaired, Drive Disqualified 
At about 6:15 p.m. on July 19, South Simcoe 
Police were called to a gas bar located on Bridge 
St. in Bradford, for a report of an impaired driver. 
Witnesses at the scene told police that a Dodge 
Pick-up-style vehicle drove over the curb to enter 
the premises. Once at the pump, the driver exited 


the vehicle and appeared to be intoxicated. 

While on route to the call, police were notified 
that the male was leaving the gas bar, and a 
licence plate number was provided. Vehicle 
and driver were located a short distance away, 
the driver exhibiting obvious signs of alcohol 
consumption. He was arrested and returned to 
South Division, where breath tests were in excess 
of the legal limit. A 53 year old Bradford man 
was charged with Impaired and Over .080 mgs. 
He was also found to be a disqualified driver, 
from a previous conviction and court order, and 
was charged with Drive Disqualified. He was 
later released with Conditions and a court date 
of August 24, his vehicle was impounded for 45 
days, and he received another 90 day licence 
suspension. 

Shortly before 2 a.m. on July 20, Police were 
called to a Bradford residence, regarding a 
drunken male who was arguing and being 
belligerent towards his wife. Officers recognized 
the 53 year old male from a driving arrest earlier 
in the evening. After he was released from 
custody, the male returned home and continued 
to drink - accusing his wife of being the one 
who reported his impaired driving to police. 
Concerned that he might escalate his behaviour 
and commit a criminal act, Police took the man 
back into custody, on a charge of Breach of Peace 
- and held him until sober.

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Kids learn to be prepared 



Climate Change doesn’t only 
mean hotter summers, drought and 
wildfires. It also means an increase in 
severe weather - and a greater need for 
residents to prepare for emergencies. 

Simcoe County Emergency 
Management has been partnering 
with local fire services to raise 
awareness of the need to be prepared, 
and to put together a 72-hour 
Emergency Kit. In emergencies 
- tornadoes, 
flooding, 
power outages, 
chemical spills 
-it may take 72 
hours before 
emergency 
responders 

every affected 
household. 

Through local 
fire services, 
the County has 
reached out 
to elementary 
schools, 
through its 
STEP(STudent 
Emergency 
Preparedness) 
program. 

Started in 2012, during Emergency 
Preparedness Week, the program 
aims to make elementary school 
students more aware of the types of 
emergencies that may impact their 
area, teaches them how to create a 
family emergency plan, and what to 
include in an emergency kit. 

The hope is that the kids will take 
that knowledge home, and inform 
their parents and families. 

This Spring, the STEP program 
was presented to more than 1,100 
students - who were invited to enter 
a draw for a Canadian Red Cross 72- 


hour Disaster Kit. The kit was won by 
Connor Neil, a student at Nottawa 
Elementary School in Collingwood. 

72-Hour Emergency Kit 

Your kit should have food and water 
for at least 72 hours (3 days). Include 
non-perishable foods, a manually- 
operated can opener, and 4 litres of 
water per person, for each day. 

Make sure you have: a flashlight; 
Radio (crank or 
battery-run) and extra 
batteries; First Aid kit; 
Hand sanitizer or moist 
towelettes; Extra car 
keys and cash; Whistle 
(to attract attention 
if needed), thermal 
emergency blanket. 

If you need to evacuate, 
you will need a change 
of clothing, shoes, 
sleeping bag or blanket, 
personal care items (soap, 
toothpaste, toiletries), and 
playing cards, books or 
games. Family members 
wifi need to have a supply 
of their medications and 
any necessary medical 
equipment (hearing aid, 
etc.), prescription eyewear 
and footwear, dentures, and important 
documents, ready at hand. 

The key is to gather up all of the 
items, in an easy to carry bag or 
wheeled suitcase, and keep the kit in a 
place that is easy to reach. 

Have a family Emergency Plan: 
where will you go if you need to 
evacuate; how will you keep in touch 
with family? And always keep your cell 
phone or mobile device fully charged.

When is a building permit required? 

Under the Building Code Act a building permit is required 
for the construction of an addition and/or alteration to a 
building and/or the construction of a new building and/or 
structure over 10 square meters (108 square feet) in area.

Gaetano (Guy) Valentini, creator of 
the Tiny Chapel in Holland Landing 
that houses a copy of the Madonna 
della Catena, couldn’t have built his 
shrine and its “Hearti-tecture” alone. 

He had help from his brother-in-law 
Max Paolone, a bricklayer who built 
the chapel housing the statue, and 
many of the other “monuments" on 
the property. 

They are dedicated to Canada; 
to Popes, from John-Paul I to 
Frances I; to Southlake Regional 
Health Centre and the doctors who 
provided assistance when Valentini 
was diagnosed with cancer, nowin 
remission. Even Valentini’s beloved 
pets, a rooster named Come-On and 
his dog Bella, are represented. 

For decades, Valentini has 
transformed “found” objects into 
personal symbols of faith and family 
- and Paolone has been there to lend 

To mark his brother-in-law’s 65th 
Birthday, Valentini found a special gift, 
from his own collection; an antique 
barber’s chair, from his Barber Chop 
Museum. 

Valentini came to Canada from 
Laurignano, Italy, and worked as a 
barber, at a shop at Dufferin and St. 
Clair in Toronto. Since moving to 
Holland Landing nearly 40 years ago, 
he has transformed part of a bam 
on the property into the museum. 

It’s filled with memorabilia - barber 
chairs ranging from cast-iron turn- of- 
the-century models to 1950s chrome; 
barber poles, photos of his mentors 
and customers, his collection of 
barbershop tools, puns and symbols. 

Valentini and grandson Gabriel 
presented the antique chair, to wish 
Paolone a happy birthday.

Focus on Community 
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Innisfil Library offers Books & Bites 



"I think the combination of books and food is 
a good one,” said Susan Baues, head librarian of 
the Cookstown Public Library. She was talking 
about “Books and Bites,” the latest Library 
venture, that invites the public to meet published 
authors over coffee, tea and dessert at local 
restaurants, for only $10. 

On July 12, Books and Bites was held at the Iron 
Horse Pub and 
presentation by Michael 
Walton, author of the 
action novel APOK. 

Walton, a former police 
officer, told the group 
that he went to University 
for English, and always 
loved writing - but reality 
led him into “Law and 
Security” and a career in 
policing, first with Peel 
Regional Police, later with 
the OPP. He served in 
drug enforcement, street gangs, Homicide; 
after 9/11, he helped to patrol the airport. 

“It was like I was in a TV show. It was like I 
was in a movie, every day," Walton said. 

While on patrol in die wake of 9/11, he 
began to work out scenarios - “I started 
thinking, what would people attack? Where 
would they hit?" - which formed the basis of 
the first chapter in his book. 

But it took two negative events before 
he would seriously return to his writing. 

The first was his assignment to Internal 
Investigations - which he called “one of the 
messiest things in my life. It’s not a nice thing 
when you have to investigate other police 
officers.... I needed something for myself.” 

Then, cycling between Alliston and Barrie while 
training for a Triathlon, he was struck by a car. 

Off work for 5 months, he began writing - 
starting with the chapter he had written in the 
wake of9/ll. The result was APOK, a work 


of fiction that drew upon his experiences as 
an officer, as well as his imagination. Walton 
believed In his work - but found it hard to find 
a publisher. He was told by one, “We receive 
15,000 manuscripts. We pick 5.” 

Walton decided to go the self-publishing route, 
hiring editors, web developers and paying for 
publication, to help him “get it out there.” 

challenging in every aspect,” he said, 
acknowledging that he hasn’t 
recouped his costs as yet, 
although he has sold 1,000 
books, has a growing fan base, 
and is working on a sequel. 
Walton doesn’t worry about 
profits. “I have friends that buy 
cars, I have friends that buy 
cottages -1 bought a book,” he 
said. "I don’t want any regrets... 
(Writing) is my passion. I do 
this because this is what I love.” 
The best advice he ever got? 
His first editor told him, “Stop 
talking like a cop.” Walton said 
he had to learn how to “show 
instead of tell... It was the most 
painful and the most joyful 
experience.”

Peer Support can reduce stigma

problems, and in the extreme, suicide. 

The Ombudsman's report noted that "more 
officers in the OPP committed suicide than were 
killed in the line of duty.” 

Since the report came out, a similar “epidemic” 
of PTSD has been identified, among RCMP 
officers, and especially among the Canadian 


Afghanistan. 

Tomlin suggested that a change in language 
was the start of a change in attitude. Rather 
than “Stress Disorder,” the working group talks 
about "Stress Injuries” - deliberately changing 
the description, because "disorder” suggests 
weakness and a life-long issue, while "injury” 
suggests “you can be cured, like a broken arm.” 

Within the South Simcoe Police Service, work 
is beginning on the establishment of a Peer 
Support Group - a group of credible volunteers, 
drawn from all ranks, who have dealt with stress 
and can provide “emotional, social, practical 
support. It provides a credible resource, 
because Peers have ‘walked the walk,’ “ Tomlin 
said. “It's Peers supporting Peers... to provide 
psychological first aid.” 


PC Tomlin noted that the Police Service carries 
out psychological screening, as part of the hiring 
process - “but you can’t test resilience. Your 
brain, your mind is constantly changing." After 
years of exposure to trauma and stress, “you 
aren’t what you were when you started this job.” 

One of the key barriers to improving access to 
mental health resources has been the “tough 
guy" stereotype of the police officer, as a strong 
person, always in control. That’s where the Peer 
Support program can really break through the 
barriers, Tomlin said, connecting officers with 
others that have gone through "a tough time,” 
and sought counselling. 

“That starts the ball rolling,” he said. “It’s all 
about credibility, understanding, knowing 
they’re a good person and 'walk the walk? 

“We are reaching out to our members, asking 
for volunteers,” said Police Chief Rick Beazley. 
“Once that process is complete, we will begin 
training, using the expertise of our partner police 
services to help us move forward. Peer assistance 
is exactly what the name implies - members of 
the South Simcoe Police supporting each other, 
confidentially and whenever needed. 

“It’s so important to do it right.”
